My 38s was getting low output following momentary 
power application xbeforex cutting the appropriate 
trace on the PCB. I replaced the final (IRF-510 

which had gotten warm) and the 74HC240 (socketed). 


Other than low output, signal had been great, but I 

now got a few complaints of "drift." I started listening 
very carefully. Receiver didn't drift, but the transmit 
frequency did change very slightly during operation as 
monitored on my FT-990DC. 


Only things changed were the 74HC240 and final, so 
what the heck, and by gosh and by golly, it was the 
74HC240. No more drift (except the operator). 


The replacement that caused trouble was: HD74HC240P

Hello Marty.. Since in a contest you are copying mostly callsigns 
and exchanges, the skill of putting a callsign in the log can be 
practiced with the German program called RUFZ. K5FO mentioned it 
a few months ago, and since then I've been using it and have given it 
to all the guys that I go on Field Day with. We use my laptop for 
logging (with CT program), and I use the PC for most of the other 
contests that I operate during the year. 


Even if you don't use a PC for logging, RUFZ is great practice for 
copying calls off the air. Each call is sent to you at a different 
audio pitch, and if you get one correct it increases the speed of the 
next call. Eventually it varies up and down around the speed that you 
can copy correctly at, but is constantly pushing you to copy faster. 
With each call coming at a different pitch, it's kind of like being 
the object of a pileup on the air. 


The nice thing is that it is sending real callsigns from a file 
included with the program. Since it's a German program, most of the 


calls are European, so I've changed my file to be a list of all the 
U.S. calls we've worked on the last couple of Field Days and QRP 
contests. The score from all U.S. calls can't be directly compared 
with the scores of people around the world that are using the original 
callsign file, but it's good practice for real calls that will 
probably be heard in contests in the U.S. with the lousy band 
conditions we have for now.

Although this may have already been observed (and most may have finished 
their kits unless they bought additional for experimenting), I just 
discovered that there is an 11.98135 Mhz crystal listed in Mouser (and 
Digikey) with the same values and size as the 12.000 Mhz Xtal. 


Has anyone tried the 22.1184 and the 11.98135 xtals together? This 
appears as though it would yield an upper frequency of about 10.137. 
This combined with a 5.6 or 6.8 uH inductor should increase the range 
of the 38S without having to put a varicap in line with the inductor 
(and would enable the 38S to use the whole bottom portion of 30m). The 
the RIT might be needed more due to the wider range that the 100K 

pot tunes. 


I ordered the 11.98135 xtals today from Mouser. The decision I will 
have will be whether to try it with one of my unbuilt kits or to tear 
into the one I have working now (using the 4.7 uH L1 inductor w/ a range 
of 10.100 -10.198). 


Side note: The Bob Barry stability suggestions (3/24) appear v. 
worthwhile. My offset varied v. badly from one end of the tuning range 
to the other until I implemented the bypassing and ground strap in his 
note (forwarded through Doug Hendricks).

I have received many "carrier 
not detected" problems. 


A friend of mine told me today that there has been much talk lately in 
the modem conferences about the upgrades to the new 2x modem code. 
This upgrade brings many of the older US Robotics modems up to 56K 
capability. 


It turns out that when this new upgrade is placed into bulletin board 
type service, connections to customer with older v.32 14.4 modems are 


much harder to successfully negotiate. The new modems have to check 
out so many different incoming speeds, that V.32, (14.4K) has been 
de-emphasized in the check, and now works poorly. 


I guess the idea was that nobody uses 14.4 now days anyway.... 


Therefore, it is likely that the problem I am seeing is xnot*x a Juno 
problem, but rather that they have upgraded their modems, and the new 
modems do not work well with older V.32 14.4 modems.

it is quite obvious to me that QRP operation is not really 
possible. I have read comments and on the HF bands you must use a 
minimum of 100 watts power with an antenna that provides at least 
18db gain. This of course will work well under good band 
conditions for operation up to about 100 miles or so. If you want 
DX, you need to get an amp and kick the power up to a minimum of 
2000 watts and get a considerably better antenna that is up 100 
feet or so and is a mono bander. 


I just got back from the Smoky mountains. Had my old Argosy II 
with a 4 ah gell cell, my LDG QRP tuner and a very small 20 meter 
dipole which uses 178 coax. Well got up early one morning at the 
motel in Townsend (the quiet side of the Smokys). The motel owner 
was up. I stay there many times.. so went up and asked if he 
minded me stringing a wire between a tree and a telephone pole. He 
said no problem and lent me a ladder. There was only one tree 
available. It was still a bit wet on the grass.. strung the dipole 
up a whole 8 feet (and under the power lines). 


tried 20 meters.. it was dead at this time. listened on 40.. 
thought I heard a station or two.. hit the tune button.. took the 
tuner a whole second or two. Got on 40 meters and worked Illinois 
and New Jersey.. 3 watts.. 20 meter dipole and up 8 feet. Had no 
problem... good quality contacts.. they heard me, I heard them and 
we sat and talked. I did have a bunch of noise from the power 
lines, but the audio filter in the Argosy took care of most of 
that.. well had to kick in the crystal filter also. 


I have read the antenna books, it is quite obvious that I 

could not have done this. You must have that antenna a bunch 
longer and up quite a bit more. Guess it is a good thing I don't 
believe what I read all that much. Kinda like all the technology 
they use to predict the weather. I sit and wait and see what I 
observe.

Hi Marty, 


Like you I am also working on my code speed with mixed success. I have found 
that to get past 5 WPM, an effective technique is to code out signs and 
license plates of cars out loud as you drive. This will get your brain used 
to associating the letters and the sound of the characters instead of the 
"-,-." visual trap we may have started with. I wouldn't recommend doing this 
technique unless you drive alone, however. : ) 


After that becomes old hat, try working stations on the air. Since I am 
allowed no outside antennas, I resorted to just listening to QSOs. Instead 
of following the traditional advice, I chose to listen to fast code (25+ wpm) 
even when I couldn't hardly copy any of it. After a few minutes I copied a 
character every now and then. Soon it was a couple of characters together 
and then small words. I feel that this may have circumvented some of the 
plateaus that are encountered with the traditional methods. 


Thirdly, I like the shareware program "PED" which is a contest simulator. 

You can do several modes that will spit callsigns at you or let you copy the 
automatic contest type exchanges or try your hand at them yourself. They say 
the Sweepstakes contest is the single most concentrated code practice session 


available, but it only comes once a year. With PED, every night is contest 
night. RUFZ has been mentioned on QRP-L as a well liked shareware program 
too. 


These are what I'm trying. Your milage may vary.

An additional note regarding a novice band 48S: With the 21.47727 

- 14.31818 = 7.159 crystal set, the 7.159 is a bit 

above the novice code band. However, if the behavior of the 21.477 
VXO is similar to that of the standard 38S (at 22.118), you should be 
able to get most all of the novice (CW) band by using a 5.6 or 6.8 UH 
molded inductor for L1. My experience was that I saw a 40 to 60 

kHz range using the higher value inductors but the range shifted 
downward. Thus if the behavior is similar, it will cover most of 

the novice 40m CW band when using the larger inductance. 


Get one of the kits to put together (if you haven't already gotten one): 
At $28 (w/ shipping) you can't go wrong. There aren't many less 
expensive ways to get on HF (and learn a lot in the bargain). 


Though I am licensed to operate at 7.040, I haven't used my code 

skills much since I upgraded in 93. Thus I plan to build up my code 
speed by starting off in the novice portion of 40m as well as by using 
NuMorse again (off of compuserve). This windows based program from an 
English gentleman is well worth the $20 registration and has continued 
to be updated.

Low-power traps can be made with toroids and silver mica caps, and will 

handle well over the QRP Kilowatt. From "W1FB's Antenna Notebook", page 
28, "A suitable rule of thumb calls for a reactance of approximately 400 
for the L and C components...", and he goes on to calulate traps for 40 

Meters at 7.1 MHz. 


Traps for 17 meters (18.1 MHz) would be proportional, so from Doug's 
calculations, 

the required L and C are as follows: 

L= 8.97 uH *(7.1/18.1) 3.52 uH 

C = 56 pF * (7.1/18.1) 22 pF 


Using a T68-6 toroid, the number of turns would be 27 turns, and # 24 
wire would fit on the core. You can also use a length of air-wond coil 
stock, or even wind a coil on a piece of plastic rod. Most of the 
current antenna analyzers will measure L directly, making the job of 
pruning the coil easy. 


The inner section of the trap dipole would be cut ot resonate on 17 M, so 
it would be 12 £t 11 inches on each side, then the trap and to outer 


section (resonating on 30 M) would make up the rest of the antenna 
dimensions. The inductance of the trap would shorten the overall 
length, and it will be necessary to cut the ends accordingly. Cut the 
wire to the non-trap dimension, 23 ft 2 inches, and trim from there. 


You could make the dipole a 12/17/30 M antenna by making two more traps, 
cut for 24.9 MHz. Scale the traps as above, but divide 7.1 by 24.9 for 
the adjustmants. This would give you an L of 2.56 uH and a C of 16 pF. 
The cutting would be more complicated, but the innermost section would be 
113 inches. Don't try this one without an analyzer! 


Given the choice, I would go with a multiband fan dipole instead of the 
traps, but that's another subject...
